Syberberg herê'îs' ùfterly consistent: He 
does not use’ this demonic aspect as a 
comfortsble excuse, explaining Hitler in 
terms of a plague which could have be- 
fallen any land. 

' Historicalîy, Hitler is ù unique step 
backwards and so lie cai ouly be under- 
stood by looking back. Syberberg's Hit- 
ler is no empty mûnsler but the brolher 
of the masses. He calls him “hrother 
Hiller" ٣ 

- His story is the Teutonic version of 
the American myth of {he dishwasher 
who becomes 1 millionsuire, Hiller is the 
millionaire of Ihe masses, All the little 
man's wishes are projected on to this 
figure. He is the represenlatire of the 
millions who voted for him und shouted 
for him. He is {he promise of {he new 
Uri, their era. 

Wirt about Hitler himself, ds a man? 
Here Syberherg's interpretation is as 
clear as jt is wiayuard, Hiller, son of 
petil bourgeois parents, who docs mut 
have what il takes lo be am irlistl, who 
cannot realise his pbandasies in the inı- 
uginary rl of ùrt, decides lo “lo 
something" insted. 

He hecomes û political artist and {ries 
his art oul an the masses. In Faust the 
talk of' the homuncutus 1s ntere fatttuisy. 
Hitler wants to realise his dream using 
polities as a means, Hitler the TONCWT, 
sprung from lhe spirit of irralionalisit, a 
radical such ùs (here had never been be- 
fore, ıtol, ùs is oflen claimed, a reaclion- 
ary #hbho wants to rebuilkl Lhe Huly 
Roman Empire, but ù man who wanted
